Claim 1 has been amended to include the allowable subject matter as indicated in the 
previous OfRce Action. 

Claim 22 has been rewritten in independent form to include the limitations of the claim it 
previously depended from. 

In view of these amendments, the rejection of claims 1, 14-28 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 14-21 and 23-28 are allowed. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a delay element configured to compensate for phase jumps, the delay element 
arranged between the optical element and the reflecting device, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim.
